each year for the last decade 
There are other Communist 
missions and em bassies in Wash­ 
ington. They have their quota 
of spies who violate the diplo­ 
m atic code. 
No. the Soviets don’t need the 
Communist party for espionage 
operations The Soviets do need 
the party for two m ajor propa­ 
ganda thrusts: 
The issuance of statem ents 
denouncing the U.S., for exam ­ 
ple. for our action in Viet Nam 
so it can appear to the Asians 
that the American people are 
opposed to holding off Commu­ 
nist invasion 
And to develop an apparatus 
which can recruit Americans, 
especially the youth, for m ass 
dem onstrations on the streets 
of our big cities. 
For this there will always 
be a Red budget. 


The adm inistration evidently 
has decided that it has to prime 
the pump again. The decision to 
repeal some of the excise taxes 
a n d 
reduce 
o t h e r s 
in 
order to stim­ 
ulate business 
in 1965 
is a^ 
recognition of 
the possibility 
of a downturn 
that year. 
There is no 
promise forth­ 
coming as to David lawrence 
when the budget will be bal­ 
anced, though Secretary of the 
Treasury Dillon says this is not 
likely before 1968 The im medi­ 
ate consideration, however, is to 
keep 
the 
economy 
booming 
through 1965 and into 1966. when 
the next congressional elections 
will be held 
The experts who are m aster­ 
minding the national economy 
through the exercise of govern­ 
mental power scoff at the idea 
of a balanced budget, at least 
until full employment has been 
reached. 
The deficits are being defend­ 
ed as necessary because of the 
unemployment. 
Yet the rosy 
stories of prosperity which were 
circulated during the presiden­ 
tial campaign w ere for the most 
part unqualified. 


THE STRATEGY of the ad­ 
ministration is based upon the 
theory that business needs to in­ 
crease its volume of sales. There 
was a little downward turn in 
retail sales in October. 
This 
m ay have been 
due to labor 
problems in the auto industry, 
but it emphasized the im port­ 
ance of doing som ething about 
repealing several excise taxes. 
Levies 
of 
this 
kind were 
started during W’orld War II and 
some of them w ere added dur­ 
ing the Korean War. The total 
amount of receipts from excise 
taxes runs approxim ately $14 
billion a year, and those items 
which are to be repealed w i l l 
cause a loss of som ewhere be­ 
tween $2 and $3 billion. 
There is no doubt that there 
has been considerable pressure 
to secure the repeal of many of 
these excise taxes The Senate 
Finance Committee approved a 
program of this kind last year, 
only to have it reversed by the 
VA hite House because it did not 
fit in with the adm inistration’s 
planned tax-reduction 
schedule 
and the belief that the economy 
would do well at least into 1965 


NOW REPEAL of some of the 
excise taxes, it s believed, will 
stim ulate the business situation 
in the latter part of 1965, and 
it s hoped that this trend will 
continue through 1966 
What is not explained is how 
public confidence in the value 
of the dollar can be retained as 
the government postpones from 


year to year the balancing of 
the budget. Meanwhile, the tax 
burden of the American people 
is not really being decreased 
m aterially, because there is a 
steady rise in state and local 
taxes. 
Concurrently, wages are be­ 
ing raised and costs a re rising 
because of this increase. Many 
businesses, 
therefore, 
which 
cannot raise prices in order to 
absorb the higher wage rates 
will 
find 
themselves 
with 
shrunken profits, and this could 
diminish tax receipts from busi­ 
ness in a considerable amount 
next year. 
The argum ent, of course, is 
being made that businessmen 
should hold down their prices, 
and there is talk about certain 
“guidelines” which the admin­ 
istration would like to see them 
follow 
Unfortunately, 
the 
govern­ 
m ent “guidelines’’ are being dis­ 
regarded by the labor - union 
leaders, and some time between 
now and next spring the steel 
industry will be confronted with 
a 
new 
labor contract 
which 
m ay 
inevitably force an up­ 
w ard trend in its prices. 


ALL THIS is usually referred 
to as the inflationary process but 
som e of the adm inistration ad­ 
visers brush off the talk about 
inflation as relatively unim port­ 
ant. They point out that there 
has been a period of wage-price 
stability, and they are hopeful 
it 
can 
be continued. 
Nobody 
seem s to know exactly how this 
is going to be accomplished, es­ 
pecially in the face of such 
sharp increases in wage costs 
as were recently embodied in 
the contracts between the auto­ 
mobile m anufacturers and t h e 
Auto W orkers Unions 
Undoubtedly, the conferences 
to be held in the next few weeks 
are in preparation for President 
Johnson's recom m endations to 
the new Congress in January. 
One thing is clear — the eco­ 
nomic condition of the country 
is being studied more than ever 
from a political angle 


GOVERNMENT s p e n d i n g 
doubtless 
will 
be 
increased, 
even 
though 
it s 
being an­ 
nounced that the new budget is 
going to be held down to $100 
billion. 
Such savings as are 
m ade will be largely in the de­ 
fense area, but these will be off­ 
set by increased spending on the 
social welfare program s. It may 
take several years before t h e 
governm ent's policy on deficit 
spending is proved fallacious but 
eventually, as the purchasing 
power of the dollar declines, the 
big problem will be whether the 
unprecedented 
g r o w t h 
in 
m ortgage credit and other fac­ 
tors. especially the balance-of- 
pavm ents difficulties, m ay pro­ 
duce new causes for concern in 
the year 1965 as well as 1966

With rapidly rising illegitima 
cy there has been an obvious 
rise in the number of babies 
I available for adoption, and there 
may be fewer couples of adop­ 
tive age now.

world is right under you own

According to statistics f r o m 
insurance companies, far moro 
persons were injured at home 
than were injured in automobile 
accidents or at work 
So. with this in mind as you 
contemplate any home improve­ 
ment spree, take a tip from the 
statistics of insurance compan­ 
ies and try to eliminate some 
of the hazards 
In the p e r i o d from 1957 
through 1961, one company alone 
paid claims amounting to over 
$11,000,000 for accidents ocurring 
in and around the house. 
They ranged from "asphyxia-! 
tion" to "stepped on. kicked by. 
or collisions with animals" not 
to mention the category—"mis­ 
cellaneous ” 
The kitchen is the scene of 
more accidents than any other 
room in the house The living 
room is next and. of course, the 
stairs are worst of all. 
If you have a child in the 
crawling stage, it's imperative 
to have gates at the top of all 
open stairways and porch gates 
And all stairways, inside and 
out, should be put in perfect 
condition 
Make sure. too. that all stair­ 
ways and hallways are well 
lighted and that light switches 
or cords controlling lights are 
located so that it isn’t necessary 


to grope and stumble around 
looking for them. 


Some of the most serious ac­ 
cidents are from falling objects 
in the home, so be sure all pic­ 
tures and other items on t h e 
walls are securely attached 
More than half the total home 
accidents were from falls, lf you 
are fixing something up high. 
be sure to use a sturdy ladder 
and not a make-shift

BOSTON (AP) — Yon Cassius 
lies lean and sickly — behind 
the Muslim curtain — looking 
not the least like the heavy­ 
weight champion who was origi­ 
nally going to defend his crown 
against Sonny Liston tonight, 
Cassius Clay, in case you've 
been out of touch, underwent 
surgery 
for 
an 
incarcerated 
hernia Friday night 
Bundini Brown, Clay's assist­ 
ant trainer, phrases the disap­ 
pointment over the fight post­ 
ponement this way: 
“Just two days to go and he 
was so pretty. He was gettin’ 
evil. too. good and evil like he 
had to be for this. All this work 
— it’s like milkin' a cow and 
having him kick it over ” 
The latest medical report is­ 
sued on Clay reads, “ improving 
and feeling kind of happy" de­ 
spite the big letdown. 
Boston City Hospital issues an 
occasional phrase but no one 
gets by Clay's heavy guard of 
Black Muslims, the organization 
which gave him the name Mu­ 
hammad Ali by which he pre­ 
fers to be known. 
Liston left town with the la­ 
ment: “ I feel very bad. I was 
ready to go. Clay probably got 
that hernia because when he 
opens his mouth so wide, with 
so much talk, a lot of winds gets 
in. His hernia gave me some 
financial surgery.” 
Dejected promoters began the 
job of redeeming $275,000 worth 


of tickets sold on the bout. They

ANSWER: Vers ancient glass objects usually have colors, 
because these came from chemical impurities in the sand 
and other materials used Early glassmakers learned which 
chemicals resulted in which colors— such as the trace of co­ 
balt oxide making a brilliant blue When in the Christian era. 
men began to glorify God bv building huge cathedrals, they 
got the idea of using pieces of glass of different colors in the 
windows, arranged in a picture so they would both tell some 
religious story and give a heavenly feeling of beauty when 
the light streamed through them To make such windows, a 
plan was laid out on a large board and the color areas mark­ 
ed Then pieces of glass of different colors which matched 
the sketch were cut and laid down Glass was scarce and 
valuable, so they had to piece what they had together, which 
is why you see lines going across in odd places With the 
pieces all assembled, fine details such as drapery lines would 
tie painted in enamel, and these baked on the glass Finally, 
the pieces were set into lead strips, getting the effect of the 
original design. The black strips overlap the glass on both 
sides and hold it firm ly in place.
